The information disclosure statement filed IIIZHQQI fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.97(d) because it lacks a statement as specified in 37 CFR 1.97(e). It has been placed in 
the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 2/28/2007 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., that the 
preassigned codes are for planned optical media in development by a manufacturer) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations fi^om the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Furthermore, Shimoda discloses providing 
preassigned optical medium identification codes (s9, fig. 9 and col. 8 lines 43-51) used for a 
general write strategy as claimed.
